only a fheet of brown Paper(with- 
out any other application) wrapt 
round it, which I {hewed the Sur- 
geon General, who lookt upon 
it with admiration: This Perfon 
was 2 Scotchman, and fo timerous 
that I could by no means perfwade 
him to the taking off his Arm,nor 
yet to be dreft; at length it fend- 
ing forth fucha cadaverous fmell, 
as was noifome to himfelf as well 
as his Neighbours ( we having at 
that time above five hundred 
wounded Men aboard, near two 
hundred of them with ampurati- 
ons, the reft with Compound Fra- 
ctures,and other Wounds by Gun-

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fhot ) Tat length overcame him 
by perfwafive arguments to fave 
his Life,which by no other means 
could be effected, but by taking
